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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14, 17-24, 26 and 28 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the decision from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI), 
mailed 12/17/09, in which the final rejection of claims 14, 17-21 and 28 were not sustained 
(claims 1-14, 17-24, 26 and 28 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Tarr, US 
5184179 with Motoyama, US 6631247, provided as evidence in the Examiner Answer (p. 14)), 
pending claims 1-14, 17-24, 26 and 28 have been allowed. Allowance is based on amendments 
to claims 1 and 22 wherein Applicant incorporated the subject matter of claim 14 which was 
reversed by the BPAI. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
